A state so patriotic in furnishing her sons for war owes it i > 
herself to stand better than thirty-sixth in discharging duties 
the polls. 


As Pennsylvania has a smaller percentage of foreign-born 
to her population than some of the states surpassing hor in v,.'- 
ing, no cause can be found in that direction. 
This state h<; '. 
fewer foreign-born in 1920 than in 1910. 
Besides, the n.-itur;:'- 
ized citizens frequently are more keen to vote than mar.y of th 
native-born. 


The obvious fact is that Pennsylvania has become sleepy in : 
civic sense. 


Just as results were not obtained for improving condition •. 


For some time we have been telling ourselves that in the 
course of a general betterment of things the amount of unem­ 
ployment was being reduced. 
There are few figures to bear 
out this blief. 


On the contrary, statistics gathered by the Federal Em­ 
ployment Service for May show an actual increase of unem­ 
ployment. 
This information was found in the payrolls of 1428 
firms in sixty-five industrial areas. 
True, the increase is small, 
but it is there and at a date when we were all hoping that the 
crest had been reached and passed. 


Strikes and the unwillingness of labor to stand for defla­ 
tion accounts tor a great deal of this. 
Deflation is being stub­ 
bornly fought in many industries by both capital and labor. 
Mines, railways and the steel business are prominent exam­ 
ples. 
Here are certain giant:; standing in the way blocking the 
workings of supply and demand and defying economic laws. 


Midsummer is at hand. 
Winter is not far off. 
It is time 
for the captains of industry who sit in the high places to take 
thought of means and methods to put back to work every man 
who cares to work at a reasonable wage. 


It is time, also, for the chieftains of labor to take thought 
of tomorrow 
There are 4,000,000 workers who are not work­ 
ing. It is foolish for labor heads to walk about mouthing wjndy 
phrases and uttering defiances. 
Labor deflation must go on 
just as deflation goes on in other fields.—Philadelphia Public- 
Ledger.

PENNSYLVANIA THIRTY-SIXTH IN VOTING 


The Pittsburg Post says: 
"The awakened citizenship that caused the recent ses­ 
sion" of the legislature to provide for raising Pennsylvania from 
.twenty-first to first place in public school activities has another 
urgent duty. 
It must do something to stimulate the civic sense 
in all those of voting age in the commonwealth. 
The "stay- 
at-homes" who were eligible to qualify for the ballot outnum­ 
bered the voters in Pennsylvania last fall by nearly 50,000. 
While the percentage of voting to population in the state of In­ 
diana was 43, in Pennsylvania it was only a little over 21. Penn­ 
sylvania shows the lowest percentage of voting to population 
anywhere in the United States outside the south, where voting 
by negroes is restricted. 
In fact, it is tied with a southern 
state, North Carolina, for thirty-sixth place. 


Some of the counties of Pennsylvania made lower marks 
in voting in the 1920 presidential election than did several of 
the southern states as a whole 


Another call for civic educational work in this state is 
In the record of voles on constitutional amendments. 
In 1918 
the $00,000,000 road bond amendment was presented at the 
general election. 
The total vote of Ihe candidates for governor 
was 883,845. 
The aggregate vote on the road bond question 
.was 490,490. 
Nearly 400.000 of those who "took the trouble" 
to go to the poll.; ignored (he $50,000,000 road bond issue after 
they got there. 
The con: titutiona! amendments submitted last 
fall may not have been very important; still they called for 
changes in the organtic law of the state. 
Of the 1.851,248 elec­

HAND-PICKING BEST METHOD FOR DESTROYING 
CATERPILLAR 


Many inquiries are being received bv the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture, regarding 
the black spiny caterpillar infesting elms and nopulars. 
This 
is known as the spiny elm caterpillar, and is. the larval form 
of the mourning cloak butterfly, a common brown butferiiv hav­ 
ing yellow-edged wings. 
The lirst one notices its presence is 
by the black balls of excreta on the 
walks under the trees. 
The leaves are entirely consumed except for th midrib. 


_ There are usually only a few of these worms to a tree. 
Tlicy 
will strip a few leaves oil' a branch, so that one is hardly war­ 
ranted in going to the expense of spraying. 
If the 
limb is 
easily reached the worms can be handpicked, or a little arsenic 
poison can be sprayed on the limbs, if it can be done at little 
expt'iise. 
It would be more interesting, however, to 
gather 
some of the worms and breed them out to maturity, as it will 
prove an interesting lesson in natural history for the children. 


HEAT V/ILL DESTROY MOTHS IN CLOTHING 


Clothes moths will be easily eradicated from the hoti.-e by 
closing the house tight, and heating it by means of the house 
heating plant to a temperature of 125 or K50 degrees F., and 
holding the temperature at that point tor eight or ten hours. All 
other pests, such as carpet beetles, bed bugs and cockroaches, 
will be eradicated at the same time. 
If this method is not fol­ 
lowed then the slow tedious one of 
carefully cleaning 
the 
house room for room, cleaning till cracks, and saturating them 
with gasolene, must be followed. 


Winter clothing, furs, etc., can be protected by wrapping 
the 
in paper and pasting till 
openings shut, so 
that 
the 
adults can not gain entrance to lay eggs. 
Before doing this 
hang all clothes on a line in the sun, brushing them and turn­ 
ing them, so that all sides will be exposed to the sun. A larva 
or grub exposed to the direct sunlight 
for 15 or 20 
minutes 
will die. It is a lover of darkness.

GRAPE BERRY MOTH A NUISANCE _____ 


The grape berry moth is one of the grapes worst enemies 
To control this pest spray the grapes as soon as the 
blossoms 
have fallen, with Bordeaux mixture, containing -1 pounds of 
lime,-1 pounds of bluestone (copper sulphate) and 1 1-2 pounds 
of powdered arsenate of lead, in 50 gallons of water. 
Repeat 
the application just as soon as the berries begin to touch, which 
will be 10 days, or 2 weeks after the above spray, driving the 
material in among the berries bv using strong pressure. 


A grape spray schedule has been prepared by the Bureau 
of Plant Industry, Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture, 
which will be sent to those who ask for it.
